The Negro People 
and the Elections 


By HENRY KEAN, 


State Education Commission, 
| Communist Party. 
HE Communist Party has 
been consistently in the fore- 
front in the struggle for’ the 
rights of the Negro people. Its 
fight in behalf of the Scottsboro 
Boys against the landlords and 
plantation owners who wish to 
legally lynch them, its saving 
of Angelo Herndon from the 
barbarous Georgia chain gang, 
its struggles, in the heart of 
Southern terror, to organize the 
Share-croppers’ union to fight 
for the interests of the Negro 
farmers who are being driven 
from’'the land; its never-ceasing 
day to day struggles throughout 
the United States—all these so 
sharply verify this fact that even 
our bitterest enemies dare not 
deny it. 

The Negro people are doubly 
exploited; as workers and as. an 
oppressed nation. They are bru- 
tally mobbed and lynched, one 
Negro was lynched every four- 
teen days with the trend con- 
tinuing in 1936. North and South 
they are discriminated against; 
they are denied fundamental hu- 
man rights. 

The average Negro lives in 
constant dread of insult and in- 
timidation when he attempts to 
exercise elementary rights guar- 
anteed him by the Constitution 
of the United States, Many em- 
}ployment avenues are closed to 
them; many’ factories and shops, 
public utilities, like the Tele- 
the railway 
lines, civil service commissions, 
etc., either refuse to employ Ne- 
gros or will not give an oppor- 
tunity for advancement, 

Large Numbers On Relief 

From thirty-three to forty per 
cent of the Negro population is 
on relief, two to three times in 
proportion to the general’ popu- 
lation. This runs true to Cali- 
fornia, and in Los Angeles it is 
estimated that more than fifty 
per cent of the Negro population 
is on relief. 

This is only a very brief es- 
thate of the conditions facing 
the Negro people in America to- 
day. Leading Negroes declare 
that the situation of the Negro 
people has not been considerably 
changed since the Civil War. In 
other words, fourteen Republican 
with | fifty-six. 
years of office and five Demo- 
cratic administrations with twen- 
ty years of office, have not re- 
sulted in a fundamental or ma- 
terial change in the status of the 
Négro people since the “emanci- 
pation proclamation.” 

Against this background, the 
Communist Party comes forward 
with the following point in its 
platform on the Negro question 
in the United States: 

“Full rights for the Negro 
people. We demand that the 
Negro people be guaranteed com- 
plete quality,, equal rgihts to 
jobs, equal pay for equal work, 
the full right to organize, vote, 
serve on juries, and hold " public 
office. Segregation and discrim- 
ination against the Negroes must 
be declared a crime. Heavy. pen- 
alties must be established against 
mob rule, floggers, and kidnap- 
pers, with the death penalty for 
lynchers. We demand the en- 
forcement of the Thirteenth, 


Amendments to the Constitu- 

tion.”

Only the Communist Party 
raises so sharply the question of 
the rights of the Negro people. 
The Republican and Democratic 
Parties steer clear of coming out 
boldly for the rights of the Ne- 
gro people, being content to give 
only lip service to vagus prom- 
ises about enforcing the Consti- 
tution, empty vote-getting prom- 
ises that have been voiced and 
never kept since the Civil War. 


Moreover, only the Communist 
Party could put forward such a 
program since the making of the 
platform of the Communist Party 
is fully participated in by Ne- 
groes themselves. Negroes are 
active in the Communist Party 
from the lowest to the highest 
bodies, and participate in formu- 
lating the program and making 
decisions of the Party. 

Expresses Real Needs 

Precisely because of this, the 
Communist Party's platform on 
the Negro people can be a genu- 
ine and sincere expression of the 
problems and demands of the 
Negro people. This is not true 
of the two old parties where, 
with the exclusion of Negroes 
for the inner circle, the decisions 
and platforms are made by a 
small clique of big bankers, 
plantation owners, and business 
interests, whom the two old part- 
ies serve. 

Not only does the Communist 
Party raise sharply and unequi- 
vocally the demands for the 
rights of Negro people, but it 
also carries on day to day strug- 
gle to achieve these demands. In 
trade unions and mass organi- 
zations Communists persistently 
raise the slogan of full rights of 
the Negro people, and work to 
build the solidarity of the white 
and black workers for winning 
these rights. This follows from 
one of fundamental theoretical 
foundations of the Communist 
Party: “Labor with a_ white, 
skin can never be free as long as 
labor with a black skin is en- 
slaved.” 

In the 1936 elections the Com- 
munist Party’ comes forward 
“Build the 
Farmer-Labor Party.” We stress 
the necessity of, defeating Lan- 
don and the  Hearst-Liberty 
League-controlled Republican 
Party, who would bring Fascism 
to the United States. Fascism, 
as has been shown in Italy and 
Germany, is the worst enemy of 
the Negro people and other mi- 
nority groups, At thé same time 
we point out that Roosevelt is 
no guarantee against Fascism.

CHECK GIRLS IR 
$.F. HOTELS ARE| 
RACKET VIGTIMS

SAN FRANCISCO.—Onhe of the 
most Shaineless and disetaceful 
rackets in the city of San Fran- 
cisco is practiced by the major 
hotels: the Mark Hopkins, Fair- 
mont, William Taylez, Whit- 
comb, Palace and St. Francis. 

One individual’ has a conces- 
sion from all the above hotels, 
for which he pays a stated 
monthly amount. Under his em- 
ploy are several male assistants, 
usually one in each hotel, who 
in turn have a list of girls whom 
they employ checking hats and 
coats, 


Tips to the Boss 

You may think, when you give 
one of these girls a tip, that it 
goes to her. This is not so. 

Each girl has a locked money 
box, with a little loose change 
beside it. If you hand here a 
half dollar and ask for change 
she will give it to you. If not it 


her a dime, which is the usual 
tip, this goes in the box. 

The girls’

Suppose 5000 people attend a 
banquet, which lasts about 2% 
hours. Two. girls checking hats 
would earn $2 between them. 
At an average of 10 cents per 
person (the average is probably

Because under the U. S. Railway Mediation Board, railroad 
union members find themselves paralyzed when the car@iers make 
up their minds to slash the wage scale, lay off another hundred 
‘housend or so railroaders, or institute a new wrinkle in speed-up. 

First there must be negotiations between the railroad unions 
or brotherhoods involved. Then if negotiations break down, there 
must be a waiting period, after which the News’ beloved Media- 
tion Board steps in. 

Then, if that doesn’t work, there must be long-drawn-out ar- 
bitration. More waiting periods and notice—times in between. 

Are you dizzy yet? 

If either side rejects arbitration, then the President ap- 
points a fact-finding commission. (Not forgetting the waiting 
time in between, again.) 

Then the fact-finding commission submits its facts to the 
President, who makes his recemmendations. 

No compulsion, says the News. Oh, no? 

The Railway Mediation Act is one of the rottenest compul- 
sory arbitration outfits ever seen on the face of the earth. 

What’s been the result of this system on the ‘railroads? 

Since 1929—wage cuts totalling over 25 per cent, with no pos- 
sibility of a comeback by the workers under the set-up, and with 
only partial restoration made so far. 

Over one million railroaders pounding the pavements, jobless. 

All sorts of “efficiency” schemes—like the ill-famed B. and 
O. plan. 2 
And in the big strike waves since 1933, only the railroad

PITTSBURGH—“To a degree 
that is alarming the American 
Iron & Steel Institute,’ senti- 
ment among steel workers is 
shifting visibly from week to 
week in favor of organization in 
bonafide unions. 

This was the consensus arrived 
at when leading figures in the 
Steel Workers Organizing Com- 
mittee met at Pittsburgh to ex- 
change impressions and map 
further strategy, as expressed by 
Chairman Philip Murray | after 
the meeting. 

In the Co. Unions 

The most significant develop- 
ment, as reported to the confer- 
ence, is the steady growth of 
sentiment for the Amalgamated 
Assn. of Iron, Steel & Tin Work- 
ers among company union rep- 
resentatives. 

“The company union is on the

The creature of steel corpora- 
tions, the employer- -created or- 
ganization formed in the steel 
plants three years ago to cir- 
cumvent the collective bargain- 
ing provision of the NIRA, is 
providing a Frankenstein that is 
riding over its creator.” 

A report sent by Van A. Bitt- 
ner from the Chicago-Great 
Lakes area said that of 98 em- 
ploye representatives in the Car- 
negie-Illinois plants in South 
Chicago and vicinity, 43 were 
members of the union, 37 were 
favorable to it and only 18 were 
definitely opposed. 

By fading out of the picture 
when company union represen- 
tatives sought wage imnereases, 
Carnegie-Illinois caused thous- 
ands of steel workers to grasp 
the need for independent union- 
ism. For reasons of policy, A. 
A. membership figures are not 
given out, but conservative un- 
official estimates place the re- 
sults of three months of peaceful 
penetration at 50,000.

provided. Men summoned to 
work but not put to work get 
4-hours pay. If summoned to 
work and employed three hours 
a full day’s pay is to be paid. 

These are all new gains.

1, 1936 to March 31, 1938.

How was ii possible for the 
shipping companies to make en- 
ormous profits in the midst of 
‘the depression when thusands of 


small business men’ were going ~ 
bankrupt, when millions of Am-: 


ericans saw their living stand- 
ards trumble to a bare subsis- 
tence level? 

Use of the depression as an 
excuse to. cut operating costs by 
slashing wages and driving their 
workers helped to swell those 
profits. But the primary factor 
behind them was the government 
subsidy. — 

While the Hoover administra- 
tion was fighting the so-called 
“dole” it was pouring millions 
into the. coffers of the shipown- 
ers. In a report to President 
Roosevelt, Postmaster General 


‘Farley estimated the amount of 


this subsidy—in the form of mail 
contracts, sale of ships and low 
interest rates on, construction 
loans—as $708,618,096.86! 

At the very time that the ship- 
owners were refusing toe pay 
their longshoremen a living wage 
and were thus throwing the bur- 
den of their support upon the 
taxpayers, they were, through 
these subsidies, milking those 
same taxpayers of millions of 
dollars annually in order to keep 
up their enormous dividends and 
pay the salaries and bonuses of 
their officials. 

“Neutral persons” are to re- 
place the present I.L.A. dispatch- 
ers,in the hiring halls, which is 
one of the principal privisions in 
the award. In fact, one of the 
reasons for the calling of the 
strike of 1934 was that such 
hiring halls, then in existence 
and in charge of so-called neu- 
tral persons, were under the ab- 
solute control of the shipowners. 
In San Franciseo no hiring hall 
of any kind existed prior to the 
strike, compelling the men to 
search for employment‘ at the 
gates of the docks. 

Evidently the empioyers no 
longer wish to recognize the con- 


stitutional right of a worker to 


quit when the job does not suit 
him. A vicious blacklist system 


is to be introduced-providing for — 


penalties for longshoremen : who 
refuse to take a, job after hav- 
ing been dispatched to one, and 
further, the men shall be penal- 
ized for quitting after a job has 


been accepted. A reduction of ° 


50 per cent in the work hours 
in a four-week period shall be 
the penalty for the first offense, 


and permanent loss of employ- — 


ment for the second offense. . 

In other words, a man must 
work whether the conditions suit 
him or not or lose his employ- 
ment permanently, No long- 
shoreman shall be permitted to 
work over 120 hours per month.. 
If perchance he does work over 


the 120 hours he shall forfeit: 


that amount of compensation 
earned over the 120 hours.
